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Healthy Children 
Have Poor Teeth 


Poor teeth in otherwise very happy, 
healthy children are reported at the Al- 
tona East Kindergarten. 

Dr. Mary Cowling, pre-school medical officer of 


the Health Department, made this finding when she 
examined 45 children at the centre last month. 


Here is her report in full— 


Forty-five children attending 
this kindergarten were examined 
in September and the general 
standard of health was found to 
be quite satisfactory. Although 
a number of the children have 
had measles recently, there were 
hoe obvious sequelae. 

. The nutritional state of most 
children was - quite. satisfactory, 
and most appeared to be hav- 
ing satisfactory diets, although 
in a few cases, children were 
allowed to become far too heavy, 


and several were probably low |. 


in- milk foods. 


Respiratory infections were 
present in a few children, but 
all appeared-to have medical at- 
tention when required. 


Unfortunately, the teeth again 
presented a gloomy ‘picture, less 
than one-third having perfect 
teeth. Fortunately, more par- 
ents are becoming aware of the 
excellent services available at 
the free clinic run by council, 
so that quite a number of chil- 
dren had already attended and 
had their teeth filled. As the 
council is providing this very 
fine service and are now having 
a much better response, so that 
the waiting list is lengthening, it 
is to be hoped that they may find 
it possible in the future to extend 
its_hours. : 

Emotional problems were mini- 
mal in this happy group of chil- 
dren. The immunisation program 


was well carried out, all children 
having completed their primary 
courses, and only a‘ few being 
still short of their fourth polio 
injection. : 

Two-thirds of the group: this 
year have been vaccinated—it 
is good that parents are becom- 
ing aware that this is advisable, 
and that the council is making 
it available. * . 

I would like to thank Miss 
Donnellon for her helpful or- 
ganisation of the examination.
